A SENSIBLE^SYSTEM 


San Bernardino county charter plan­ 
ners propose that their roads shall be 
built by a skilled engineer, and not by 
politicians. 
Under the system 
out­ 
lined in the Enterprise yesterday, the 
supervisors will create five road dis­ 
tricts each of which is to have an 
overseer. 
Over all will be the high­ 
way commissioner, his salary to be 
fixed by the supervisors. 
Every thinking citizen will concede 
that this is sensible. 
In 
Riverside 
county as well as in San Bernardino 
and most others, the supervisors them­ 
selves undertake the task of building! 
the roads in their sections. 
Now a j 
supervisor may be a first-class road 
builder. 
History records such exam­ 
ples, but they are not many. 
A supervisor is elected 
primarily 
because he knows how to 
get 
th e ; 
votes, is popular, is a 
good 
cam­ 
paigner, or has aided his neighbors. 
One of the principal businesses of a 
county is to make and keep in order 
highways, and a good deal of the time 
of a supervisor is taken up with these 
duties, if there ip any money appro- i 
priated. 
If a supervisor 
understands 
the 
technical part of constructing roads, 
is earnest, energetic and honest, the 
money appropriated by the county may 
be well spent. 
Often it is 
wasted. I 
Sometimes it is stolen. Usually it is 
not invested to the best advantage 
because of the ignorance of the super­ 
visor in charge of 
its 
expenditure. 
The result is the county gets half or 
two-thirds for its taxes that it should. 
Again 
with opposing 
supervisors! 
contending for appropriat ions for each ! 
one’s particular district, very 
often j 
the most forcible one gets more than 
his share. 
The laggard or more re-1 
tiring supervisor is robbed, or rather 
his district is robbed, of its true pro­ 
portion of public moneys. 
San Bernardino would remedy this. 
It would have the supervisors 
still 
responsible for the county funds, but j 
w’ould not permit amateur and bun­ 
gling methods to interfere with the 
creation and maintenance of a thor 
ough system of county roads. 
| 
The present plan is antiquated, ridic­ 
ulous. and a survival of the period of 
the motto, "To the victor belongs the 
spoils." 
It is as absurd as it would 
be to leave to the councilman in each 
ward the care of the streets there.—

Its appearance. It Is a German Inven­ 
tion, and Instead of bullets it shoots a 
gas which temporarily blinds and 
chokes the victim. 
The cartridge used contains several 
Ingredients, which, when exploded, 
combine to form a vapor of a peculiar 
character. The gun itself differs very 
little in appearance and mechanism 
from the ordinary double action ne 
volver. It holds five cartridges. 
The action of the vapor may best be 
Imagined by considering the position 
of the person shot at. 
The appear­ 
ance of the weapon, the report and the 
Bare of the powder combine to con 
vince the victim that he has been abd! 
st with an ordinary firearm. Hla eyes 
and mouth open (A surprise, and the 
gases generated by the combination of 
the chemicals envelop his bead com­ 
pletely, penetrating bis eyes snd af 
reefing bis sight. 
For several mlnutea he la practical­ 
ly blind. 
Simultaneously the mucous, 
membranes of the nose and throat are 
irritated and the victim sneezes and 
chokes. For a minute or two the vic­ 
tim flnda It almost Impossible to 
breathe. 
ll Is obvious that no individual, even 
lf be were aa strong as Hercules, 
would be In a position to put up much 
of a fight while in such a condition. 
Chief William J. Flynn of the Unit­ 
ed States secret service has decided to 
adopt this weapon for use in the serv­ 
ice. In rounding up bands o fcounter­ 
feiters aud other offenders against the 
federal laws the chief believes the 
chemical gun will prove just as effec­ 
tive and a t the same time more hu­ 
mane than the ordinary weapon, which 
frequently kills the prisoner. 
Over­ 
powered by the fumes of this new 
gun, any criminal, however dangerous, 
may be readily captured, aud by the 
time the effects of the vapor have 
worn off the prisoner is safely man­ 
acled.—Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


TWO COSTLY DISEASES. 


Tuberculosis and Typhoid Keep Life 
Insurance Ratos High. 
While state commissions and other 
bodies are tirin g to find a method for 
reducing the cost of life Insurance 
Professor Jam es Glover of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan demonstrates that 
every policy bolder of a $10,000 ordi­ 
nary whole life policy could save about 
$20 a year ou his premiums lf tubercu­ 
losis aud typhoid fever were elimi­ 
nated. 
Tuberculosis alone causes a loss to 
such a policy bolder of from $16.70 at 
twenty to $17.70 at the age of sixty. 
At the age of twenty, with the pres­ 
ent high death rates from tubercu­ 
losis, this one disease alone shortens 
the complete expectation of life by two 
years and 158 days. 
While the death rate from tubercu­ 
losis seems to be declining, the Nation­ 
al Association For the Study and Pre­ 
vention of Tuberculosis says that the 
combined effort of every man. woman 
and child to help In stamping out the 
disease Is necessary to bring about a 
radical reduction In life insurance rates 
such as Professor Glover has IndiestedL 


The Wireless Distress Call. 
An Interesting statement In connec­ 
tion with the "8 O 8” and ”C Q D” 
wireless calls was made by Gugllelmn 
Marconi In connection with the Titanic 
disaster. 
Ile said that these letters 
were arbitrarily selected and mean 
nothing except calls of distress. Origi­ 
nally “C Q" was a signal for all sta­ 
tions to cease operations and pay at­ 
tention to the operator sending the call, 
the “D” being added when it was used 
for a distress algnul.

ago the ”8 O ti" sign was agreed upon 
to supplant "C Q D” because the for­ 
mer. consisting of three dot* three 
dashes and three dots, was the sim­ 
plest. easiest and quickest call to send 
se a danger signal.—Popular Mechan­ 
ics.
